STAY CONNECTED. 
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BOY, 16, SHOT, KILLED 
BY CHICAGO POLICE 
IN HOMAN SQUARE

Karen Winters knows how easily boys are 
drawn to a life of violence in Homan Square. 

But she still can’t understand how her 
1 6 -year-old nephew ended up shot to death 
after allegedly confronting a Chicago police 
officer with a gun Monday evening. 

“Once again, we’re looking at environment, 
this community How some of these young 
boys are just plagued with certain influences,” 
Winters said Tuesday “But not to this extent, 
by no means.” 

Police say the officer shot Pierre Loury 
after stopping a car suspected of being con- 
nected to an earlier shooting. 

Officers pulled the car over around 7:40 p.m. 
in the 3400 block of West Crenshaw Street in 
Homan Square, according to Chicago Chief of 
Detectives Eugene Roy Loury jumped out and 
ran away and an officer followed, he said. 

“{Officers} attempted to stop the car, at 
which time the offender fled from the car, 
with one officer in pursuit,” Roy said on the 
scene shortly before 10 p.m. “A foot pursuit 


ensued, during the course of that pursuit, it 
led to an armed confrontation between the 
offender and the officer, resulting in the offi- 
cer firing shots with his service weapon, strik- 
ing the offender.” 

Loury was taken to Mount Sinai Hospital 
and pronounced dead at 8:27 p.m., according 
to the medical examiner’s office. He lived in 
the 3600 block of West Crenshaw Avenue, 
not far from the shooting scene. 

An autopsy showed the boy suffered a gun- 
shot wound to the chest. 

No officers were injured, Roy said. 

A weapon was found on scene and was taken 
into evidence, he said. An alley between Roo- 
sevelt Road and Crenshaw was blocked with 
red evidence tape, and an evidence marker on 
Roosevelt showed where a gun magazine lay 
on the ground. 

On Tuesday family and friends of the boy 
gathered at the two-flat apartment building 
in East Carfield Park where his mother lives. 

Loury’s mother, Tambrasha Hudson, cried 
loudly on the front porch, tears streaming 
down her face, as relatives consoled her on ei- 
ther side. The name “Pierre” was tattooed in 
cursive on her neck. 

“Everything they said on the news is not 
the truth,” Hudson said, her voice choked up. 


“It is not the truth. It’s not the truth. 

“It’s sad!” she exclaimed repeatedly “My 
baby was 16, not 30. My baby was 16! 16!” 

Loury’s grandmother Catherine Hudson 
told the Tribune that she was sleeping when 
Tambrasha Hudson called to teU her Loury 
had been shot by the police. The grandmother 
said she was thinking the worst “but praying 
for the better.” 

His family said Loury was the oldest of five 
children, an aspiring rapper who attended 
Community Christian Alternative Academy 
in the West Side’s Lawndale neighborhood. 

“He’s a typical Chicago teen male, no differ- 
ent than any other young man living in this city 
facing some of the same challenges and trials 
and tribulations,” Winters said in the vestibule 
of the two-flat, the front door squeaking as 
relatives walked in and out of the building. 

Winters said she couldn’t see Loury being 
the type to carry a gun. She described his past 
brushes with the law as “small minor inci- 
dents,” nothing that would rise to the level of 
a police officer having to shoot him. 

Loury his mother and grandmother were 
mentioned in a 2000 Tribune story about 
the high rate of truancy at Rezin Orr High 
School. In the story Tambrasha Hudson, then 
an 18 -year-old junior at the West Side high

school, said she missed school for a number of 
days to care for her then-infant son. 

At the time, Hudson said Loury’s asthma 
attacks had gotten worse and she needed to 
get him to a doctor. 

“It’s not like I’m just out hanging in the 
streets,” she told members of Orr’s truancy 
crew “My baby needs me at home. That’s 
where I’m going to be, school or not.” 

A statement from Police News Affairs said 
the officer involved “will be placed on routine 
administrative duties for a period of 30 days,” 
a procedure initiated last year for all police- 
involved shootings.

Five ways you can 
fatten your tax refund 


Still haven’t filed your 
tax return? 

Filing taxes in April 
can be business as 
usual for some Mil- 
lennials. But in the 
rush to file at the last 
minute, you may make some costly mistakes. 

Do a close review of your returns to make 
sure you’re not leaving money on the table. 
Although many Millennials have fairly simple 
tax situations, they may overlook some key 
tax breaks that would otherwise lower their 
tax bill or boost their tax refunds, says Lisa 
Greene-Lewis, an accountant and tax expert 
forTurboTax. 

Before you hit “submit” on your tax return, 
make sure to look into these tax moves: 

Write off student loan interest 

Some Millennials may forget that they can 
deduct up to $2,500 in student-loan interest, 
says Deb Repya, vice president of advanced 
markets for Allianz Life Insurance. You can 
claim this tax break even if you’re taking the 
standard deduction. To qualify, taxpayers 
need to have a modified adjusted gross 
income below $80,000 if they are single, or 
below $160,000 if they are married. 

Claim other education-related tax breaks. 

The American Opportunity Tax Credit, 
which maxes out at $2,500, can save money 
for students during their first four years of 
college. But some Millennials who already 
have a bachelor’s degree and are working 
may also be able to claim education-related 
tax breaks, Greene-Lewis says. For instance, 
the Lifetime Learning Credit can be claimed 
by people who took one course at an eligible 
education institution last year, even if they 
are not working toward a specific degree. 

Check out the earned-income tax credit 

Many people incorrectly assume that they 
need to have children to file for the earned- 
income tax credit, a tax break for low- to 
moderate-income workers, Greene-Lewis says. 


But single people can still receive credits up 
to $503 if they earn less than $14,820. And the 
credit is refundable, which means it is added to 
a person’s refund if they don’t owe taxes. 

Remember breaks for retirement savings 

Moving money into a retirement account can 
be a way to put it to work while also lowering 
your tax bill. You have until the tax-filing 
deadline, which is April 18 this year, to open 
an individual retirement account and deduct 
that contribution on your 2015 tax return. 
Savers can contribute up to $5,500 a year 
into an IRA and can deduct the full amount 
if they are not covered by a retirement 
plan at work. People who have a workplace 
retirement plan can deduct part or all of their 
IRA contributions if they earned less than 
$71,000 last year as single filers, or less than 
$118,000 if they are married. 

For some people, opening an IRA or sav- 
ing through a workplace retirement plan can 
also lead to a savers credit of up to $1,000 
for single people or $2,000 for a married 
couple. (To qualify you need to earn less than 
$30,500 as a single person, and you can’t be a 
full-time student or be claimed as a depen- 
dent on someone else’s return.) 

Claim any job-related credits 

If you moved a certain distance for a new 
job, you maybe able to deduct those moving 
expenses, including the cost of movers and 
travel. You may also be able to deduct job- 
hunting expenses, such as fees from a job- 
placement agency the cost of preparing and 
printing your resume, and travel expenses. 

And of course, don’t miss the deadline 

People who receive refunds may be fine and 
actually have another three years after the 
deadline to file and claim those refunds. But 
if they end up owing taxes, the penalties for 
filing late and paying late can pile up quickly 
If you’re not sure, it may be smarter to file 
for an extension, which would give you more 
time to prepare the paperwork.

HAWKS* FEARSOME TRIO AS CONSISTENT AS THEY COME

Joel Quenneville knows not to mess with a good thing. 


Even when the Blackhawks hit their rough 
patches in 2015-16, the coach kept the line of 
Patrick Kane, Artem Anisimov and Artemi 
Panarin intact almost every game. It helps 
that the three forwards missed only seven 
games between them in regular season. In 
fact, Kane played all 82 contests, which is one 
reason he’s the odds-on favorite to take home 
the Hart Trophy as league MVP. 

More to the point, their chemistry is unde- 
niable. The trio have accounted for 41 percent 


of the Hawks’ goals (96 of 234) and 32 percent 
of their assists (129 of 399). Kane’s point total 
(106) is 18 more than his previous season high, 
Anisimov’s point total was the second-high- 
est of his career, and barring a huge shocker 
Panarin will be the rookie of the year. 

Here’s a look at their astounding numbers 
and how the Blackhawks have fared with 
respect to their production.

KANE GREW UP TO BE AN ALMOST-GRETZKY, 

AND HE MIGHT NOT BE DONE IMPROVING

I- Judging simply by the numbers, the streaks and the milestones, 

Blackhawks winger Patrick Kane has had a phenomenal year. 

But when Kane was growing up in Buffalo, N. Y, and going to Sabres 
games, it wasn’t about setting the NHL-record points streak for an 
American-born player (26 games), or being the first American to win 
the league scoring title (106). It wasn’t even about winning three Stanley 
Cups and a Conn Smythe trophy 




“I don’t really think I thought about [ac- 
complishments] at that time,” Kane said of 
his childhood. Funny enough, a young Kane is 
in the background of a hockey card featuring 
Ottawa’s Sylvain Turgeon from the 1994-95 
season. “I think it was more of one of those 
things where I enjoyed going to the hockey 
games at that age. 

“It was probably me and my dad and he 
had another ticket. We’d sit right on the glass 
there by the penalty box, and I got to see 
some action up close and personal. I prob- 
ably went to 20 games a year. Really enjoyed 
going to the games, playing mini-sticks in the 
hallways, watching the games, cheering the 
Sabres on, it was a fun way to grow up.” 

Having just completed his best regular sea- 
son yet (46 goals, 60 assists), it would appear 
Kane never stopped having fun with hockey 

“He’s taken his game to another level, and 
he probably has even a higher level to go,” 
Blackhawks president and CEO John Mc- 
Donough said. “It’s such a unique talent that 
he has, and you just kind of feel that there’s so 
much more to come. 

“He’s a clutch performer. He can dazzle 
you. He can take over a game any given night. 
Watching him perform in the shoot-outs is 
amazing. He’s just coming into his own right 
now, and I’m really proud of how he’s devel- 
oped and the type of player that he’s become.” 

Kane this year easily eclipsed his previous 
season best of 88 points in 2009-10; he had 64 


points in 61 games last year. 

“Of course we all knew he was great,” said 
Blackhawks great Denis Savard, who briefly 
coached Kane before Joel Quenneville took 
over the team. ‘As far as where he’s at now, [ 1 ] 
probably [didn’t see it coming}. He’s made so 
many big plays on big stages in big games and in 
big situations. That’s the mark of a great player. 

“When the team’s down, he’ll figure out a 
way to get his team back in the game. He’s a 
game-breaker. He’s the type of player ... in our 
day ‘The Great One’ [Wayne Gretzky] obvi- 
ously Every 20 years you have this one deco- 
rative player that comes along. 

“Obviously Gretz was the one in our day and 
there’s no doubt Kane in the next 10-20 years is 
going to be that guy I see great things coming 
for him. We’re very lucky in Chicago to have a 
player that’s as fun to watch as Kaner is.” 

Throughout the regular season, the team 
regularly got a lift out of Kane, if not a ride 
on his back. 

“I think it’s awesome,” forward Mar- 
ian Hossa said. “Seeing a teammate get 100 
points ... you don’t see it every year. Especially 
[the] last couple of years, it’s pretty rare. He 
deserves it. He’s been hot since the beginning 
of the year. He’s been consistent and just fun 
to watch. I’m very happy for him and the way 
he plays. Everybody is happy for him in here.” 

Kane stood in the Blackhawks’ locker room 
the morning of the team’s last regular-season 
home game, reflecting on the season he’s had. 


“He’s a clutch performer. 
He can dazzle you. He 
can take over a game any 
given night. Watching 
him perform in the shoot- 
outs is amazing. He’s just 
coming into his own right 
now, and I’m really proud 
of how he’s developed 
and the type of player 
that he’s become.”

“The point streak, you just kind of take it as 
it goes,” the 27-year-old said. “Once you get up 
there around 15 games, I think I was really try- 
ing to get that American record, and once you 
hit 19 you realize that the franchise record is 
in reach as well, so that was another goal. ... I 
had some good breaks along the way Pretty 
fun hockey while it was going on.” 

The good news for Kane and the Hawks is 
that the only thing more fun than hockey is 
playoff hockey, and their Stanley Cup defense 
begins Wednesday

‘Sprained Ankle’ singer/songwriter 
Jnlien Baker talks being clnmsy, 
running injuries & dancing

“Sprained Ankle,” Julien Baker’s solo 
debut, arrives with as many bumps 
and bruises as its title suggests— both 
physical and mental. 

Throughout, the singer/songwriter navi- 
gates car accidents (the opening track in- 
cludes mention of wrapping her auto around 
a light pole), struggles with depression and 
wrestles with bigger questions of spirituality 
“But I think there’s a god,” she sings on the 
muted “Rejoice,” her voice gradually building 
in intensity, like the sun shifting from a morn- 
ing glow to a radiant, high-noon glare. 

Baker, 20, wrote and demoed a bulk of 
the songs in her dorm room while attending 
school at Middle Tennessee State University 
and that sense of intimacy that pervades every 
track will almost certainly carry over into her 
performance when she visits Lincoln Hall for 
a concert on Thursday 

You’ve titled songs “Sprained Ankle” and 
“Brittle Boned.” Are you injury-prone? 

Am I accident-prone? I am. Everybody has 
had their medical issues, and I draw on that 
imagery a lot for some reason or another. But 
I’m also just a generally clumsy human— in a 
comical way 


What’s the most idiotic way you’ve 
managed to injure yourself? 

Oh, my gosh. Well, OK, I’ll tell you this: 

I quit smoking, and ... I tried to replace 
it with exercise, because people say that’s 
a real thing. So I started running, and it 
became a great way to relieve stress. On 
this last West Coast tour, I was trying to 
run every day but I forgot my sneakers and 
all I had was Doc Martens, and I ran like a 
mile in Doc Martens. My friends who run 
regularly were like, “That’s so bad 
for you. Why would you do that?” 

I screwed up my heel really 
badly and I was kind of limping 
around on that tour and I was 
terrified people would think this 
was life imitating art, like, “She’s 
really committing hard to the title 
of the record.” 

Is the runner’s high a real thing? 

I feel like it’s not. I get really anxious easily 
and start to feel jittery and pent-up, or before 
shows I’ll get wound up, and it feels good to 
burn off that energy Whenever I start to feel 
my brain circling in on itself. I’ll go for a run 
and just sprint. I mean, it literally sounds like 
I’m running away from my problems, but it 
feels good. 


On the opening song you sing about 
wrapping your car around a street lamp. Did 
your insurance rate explode? 

OK, so it did. That is one of two cars I 
totaled. I have the worst luck with cars. After 
that happened, we got together the money 
and I got another car. Then I got rear-ended, 
and that car got totaled. So I worked and 
put away all my money and bought this 
little Hyundai, and I had it for maybe two 
months and I was sitting at a red light and 
a drunk driver caved in the driver- 
side door— just T-boned me. I 
literally got out of the car and 
just started saying, “Why? Why 
does this keep happening? 

Does the cosmos not want me 
to have a car?” But I got it fixed, 
and now my insurance is really 
*eally high. 

You’ve talked about these big, conceptual 
albums like “The Black Parade” and 
“American Idiot” as early inspirations. Could 
you ever see adapting your own music for 
the Broadway stage? 

Do you know how bummed out I was? That 
production {of ‘American Idiot”} was playing 
in Memphis, and I was out of town. Seeing 
that would have been a childhood dream of 
mine realized. But one of my records for the 


Broadway stage ... ahhh. 

Were you ever involved in musical theater in 
high school? 

I wasn’t, though I was friends with everyone 
in the music theater program, and I think it’s 
because musical theater is where a lot of the 
eccentric or off-beat kids found themselves, 
because it accommodates those weird idio- 
syncrasies. I would eat alone freshman year, 
because I was weird, and the friends I made 
were involved in musical theater. I had a lot of 
friends that were into modern dance perfor- 
mance and ballet, and friends that were into 
film. I love the intersectionality of art forms. I 
think it’s beautiful. One of my favorite things 
I’ve ever done is perform “Sprained Ankle” 
live where a dance company in Memphis did 
a collection of pieces around it. I was like, 
“That’s so cool.” 

Are you much of a dancer? 

Oh no, sir. This should let you know how 
geeky I am that I’m going to use this refer- 
ence, but it shows you how bad of a dancer 
I am. Have you seen that movie “Hitch” 
with Will Smith? You know the scene where 
[Kevin James] is trying to dance? That’s me.
